Semmes’ History of Marshal Hester. 


[N. ¥. Tribune’s Mobile Letter. | 

During the first day of the examina- 
tion great interest was excited by the mu- 
tual ‘recognition of Admiral Raphael 
Semmes, who isa member of the Mobile 
bar, and Mr. Hester, the United States 
detective, who was the complainant. 
Hester, it turns out, was for a short time 
during the war one of the crew of the 
Sumter, then commanded by Admiral 
Semmes. The story as told by the ad- 
miral is as follows: The Sumter having 
been on a cruise and burned out her boil- 
ers put Into Gibralter, the admiral hop- 
ing either to get them repaired or re- 
placed. Finding that there were no 
shops there, it was impossible to get any 
work done, and inthe meantime three 
federal vessels arrived and blockaded 
the Sumter. After consulting with Mr. 
Mason, who was then the Confederate 
agent in London, Semmes determined to 
dismiss his crew except half a dozen men 
who were to be left in charge of the 
vessel and return to the confederate 
states. He placed midshipman Arm- 
strong, of Georgia, in command, and 
Hester, who had joined the Sumter after 
her arrival at Gibralter, he made mas- 
ter’s mate. Not long after he left, the 
admiral learned from his officers that 
Ifester had killed a man on the Sumter. 
When he got the particulars, it appeared 
that pistol shots were heard during the 
night, and when the others on board 
went to ascertain the cause they found 
that one of the crew had been murdered 
in his berth, and that Hester was the 
only man who could have committed the 
deed. The question at once arose as to 
the jurisdiction of the British civil au- 
thoritics in the case, and it was decided 
that the Sumter being a regularly com- 
missioned ship of war, carrying the flag 
of anation to which belligerent rights 
had been accorded, the British authori- 
ties could take no cognizance of the 
case. Hester therefore escaped. Three 
or four years ago he called on the admi- 
ral, here in Mobile, for some favor, 
which was granted. 
Mr Hester says that the man whem he 
shot on board the Sumter had prdéposed 
todeliver that vessel over to the com- 
mander of the federal ship that was 
blockading her, and that it was in pro- 
tecting the property of the confederate 
states andin self-defense that he killed 
him. He says further that the matter 
was investigated -by the British authori- 
ties, and he was exonodrated from all 
blame. Hethen returned to Richmond 
and reported to Mr. Mallory, who com- 
pliment d him for what he had done and 
offered him the command of a water-bat- 
tery on the James river. This he de- 
clined, and after a visit to his family, as- 
sumed command of a blockade-runner, 
with which he remained to the close of 
the war.

It included the house 
now tenanted by the English Embassy, 
and the house in the Pariser Platz 
(No. 4.), at present occupied by Count 
Harry Arnim, the ex-Embassador at 
Paris. Value at least 30,000f. yearly.

Printing a book in China is done as 
follows: Two pages are written by one 
trained to the business, on a sheet of thin 
paper, divided into columns by black 
lines, and in the space between the two 
pages are written the title of the work 
and the number of chapter and page; 
when the sheet has been printed it is 
folded down through this space, so as to 
bring the title, etc., partly on each 
The sheet, when ready for print, is 
pasted, face downward, on a smooth 
block of wood, made usually from the 
pear or plum tree. As soon as it is dry, 
the paper is rubbed off with t care, 
leaving behind an inverted impression 
of the characters. Another workmen 
now cuts away the blank spaces by 
means of a sharp graver, and the block, 
with the characters in high relief, passes 
to the printer, who performs his work

The gentle- 
men who have had the republican Lge 
in charge during the past two years will 
be obliged to admit to-day that they have 
nearly strangled it. 

It would be useless to dwell on these 
obvious lessons, except in the hope that 
they will be thoughtfully pondered at 
Washington and elsewhere. If the great- 
est party ever known in this country is to 
be saved from utter destruction two 
rears hence, and if it is not to pass from 
i1istory disgraced, as well as defeated, 
the leaders and managers must make a 
thorough change in their policy. It 
would be still wiser to change many of 
the leaders themselves. ‘ortunately, 
the people have disposed of Butler, as 
they would have swept away some other 
prominent persons, in both house and 
senate, if their votes could have been 
brought to bear directly upon them. 
There is yet time to prevent a still more 
crushing blow in 1876, but to do that will 
tax the combined efforts of the best 
minds in the republican party. _The op- 
position will now have an opportunity of 
producing a policy of their own, and 
they will find it harder to do that sue- 
cessfully than to attack the meagures of 
republicans. We shall probably witness 
the development of the ideas which were 
ut forward in the platforms of 
hioand Indiana, and the effect of that 
upon our entire financial system can not 
fallto be very great. The west and 
south always controlled the democratic 

rty,and they will continue to control it. 
What these sentionsof the country de- 
mand now is inflation, combined with 
partial redemption. Whether the peo- 
ple will@deliberately approve of that pol- 
icy when it is submitted to them without 
any disguise still. remains to be ascer- 
tained.

The special mechanical appli- 
ances will absolutely conteract all roll- 
ing, for they will be completely under 
the command of one man, who, by 
moving a handle, will keep the floor of 
the saloon in line with the spirit level. 
The swinging saloon is intended to coun- 
teract rolling motion only, bu®the other 
freaks of a channel sea will, it is hoped, 
be pretty effectually annihilated by the 
general steadiness of the vessel. The 
supports of the axis on which the saloon 
is hung rest upon massive Leds of India 
rubber, which will prevent the trans- 
mission of that disagreeable vibratory 
motion known so well to landsmen, and 
make this magnificent cabin a secure 
refuge from the ills of a sea voyage.
